Some Phases of French Practice 


He Finds Better Than Oars 

UDGE LAWSON, who is a former St. Louisan, 
studied criminal procedure in England two 
years ago as the representative of the 
American Bar Association and of the American 
Society of Criminal Law and Criminology. Later 
as their representative he spent three months in 
France studying French criminal] procedure, Last 


March he again began his study of procedure in 
France and remained there until the last of 
September. 

America might be wise to adopt certain fea- 
tures of the French criminal procedure,” he 
says, “but in main the American people would 
not tolerate the general principles characteris 
ing Continental methods. 


“Having for two years made a study of En- 
glish procedure, and now having had the op- 
portunity of contrasting Continental procedure 
as illustrated by French methods, my opinion 
iz that there is much good in the French system, 
but I believe that the Americans would hesitate 
to indorse entirely the latter and would prefer 
to work out reforms along the English methods. 

“One of the troubles with American procedure 
is that wh our variety of courts and our dif- 
fering state laws it is difficult to get uniformity 
or to obtain a speedy settlement of cases, either 
civil or criminal. There, where all the courts 
are national, not local, there is a certainty about 
the criminal procedure to which we cannot at-

66 HE main difference between Anglo- 

T American and French procedure is 

that in the former the courts are bound 

by strict rules as to evidence, while in France 

there is no law of evidence at all. Bverything 

which the French Judge thinks is of any impor- 
tance to the issue is admitted. 

“With us cases are tried over and over again 
because in the opinion of the Apellate Court 
some piece of evidence has been wrongly ex- 
cluded. Such an issue cannot be raised in 
French courts. England, in the last 40 years, 
has largely abolished the old rules as to the 
technical evidence, while we in the United States 
still adhere to them strictly. 

“On the other hand, it must be conceded that 
the French system certainly conduces to the 
protection of the public and, after a study of the 
different systems, I am inclined to favor the 
French methods of criminal procedure, against 
the American system, which puts the interest of 
the individual above that of the public. 

“The enormous amount of crime recorded daily 
by the newspapers in the United States would 
undoubtedly be much reduced if our criminal 
classes had before them the terrors of the 
French courts. 

“I think it certain, until we 2 our sys- 
tem of criminal trials and come a little nearer 
to French ideas, life and property in America 
will not be safer.”

“We'll know more about which way the politi- 
cal winds are blowing after next Tuesday. On 
that day some hotly contested races will finish. 
New York City will choose between Tammany 
aud anti-Tammany city tickets, headed by Me- 
Call and Mitchel. With over 660,000 voters reg- 
istered and the Sulzer exposures confusing the 


New Jersey will elect a Governor—either Act- 
ing-Governor Fielder, indorsed by President Wil- 
son, or ex-Gov. Stokes, the Republican nominee. 
Mr. Fielder’s-late declaration against votes for 
women has somewhat distressed his managers, 


Perhaps the most interesting test, in a national 


rockribbed Republican stronghold, where six 
men are running for Governor, and four of them 
are conceded to have a chance. 
Gardner, Republican; Welsh, Democrat; Bird, 
Progressive, and Gov. Foss, who having been 
first a Republican, then a Democrat and again a 
Republican, is now making the race as an inde- 
pendent.

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A MAN WITHOUT A COUNTRY. . 

The eruiser with Gen. Felix Diaz aboard has 
Zalle from Vera Cruz and will transfer him at sea 
to a New York and Cuba mail steamer. Similar 
transfers at sea from one vessel to another be- 
came, it will be remembered, the chief events in 
“The Man Without a Country” story of 1863. 
Felix is himself a man without a country.

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BUNEAU-VARILLA STILL ‘‘KNOCKING.’’ 

M. Buneau-Varilla, whom the Republic of Pan- 
ama on gaining independence sent as its first 
Minister to Washington, goes to further extremes 
at Paris in disparaging the Panama Canal. Not 
only will it be inadequate for traffic in 10 years’ 
time, but he now says it is only a third-class 
piece of engineéring work any way. Comparisons 
with great projects elsewhere are not necessary 
te determine the rank of the work. Comparisons 
with the project of the French on Panama itself 
will suffice. Their canal was to be 29.5 feet deep 
and have a minimum width of 72 feet on the bot- 
tom.

DIESEL ENGINE’S ECONOMY.

American engineers have 
been experimenting with the fuel oil 
engine for about two years. The first

That concern bullt a yacht & feet long, 
with 14 feet beam and constructed a 
fuel engine of 150-horse power. To pro- 
duce this engine cost more than $60,000. 
For the benefit of some naval engin- 
ders and architects Henry R. Sutphen 
sailed the Idealia up the Hudson River. 
A start was made from the Columbia 
Yacht Club at the foot of EBighthy-sixth 
street, shortly befofe 11 o'clock, and 
the yacht ran to Croton Point and back.

PROVINCIAL NOTE ABSENT 


Purchase of Several of Best 
Paintings Now Loaned Is

This is the closing Sunday for the 
City Art Museum’s eighth annual ex- 
hibition of selected American paint- 
ings. The exhibition is of national 
character, and is the standard by 
which the St. Louis public may com- 
pare American art with that of other 
nations. 

Important exhibitiong of art from 
Duropean countries also are shown at 
the Art Museum from time to time, 
so that the opportunities for compari- 
son are provided right here in St. 
Louis. An exhibition of contempo- 
rary Spanish art is to come to the 
museum in a few weeks. The summer 
loan exhibition of paintings from St. 
Louis homes also has shown the pub- 
lic fine examples of Huropean paint- 
ing, by old as well as modern mas- 
ters, 

comparing thesé exhibitions, the 


critic must concede at once that the 


stronger American painters of today 
are masters of their technique, ana 
fairly to be ranked with the very 
best of other countries. 
Brilliant Effects Achieved. 

There is nothing provincial about 
American art, as shown in this ex- 
hibition. To a student familiar with 
the “influences” and “schools,” this 
American art indeed throbs with all 
the “movements” known te the art 
of the modern world. “Impression- 
ism” and “post-impressionism’”’ both 


is insisted upon, apparently, is thar 
the effect shall be brilliant. In striv- 
ing for this, the Ameriacn artist 
yields to no foreign competitor. 

On the other hand, frequent criticism 
has been made of late that American 
art is cosmopolitan rather than nation- 
al in character. At first some of us 
were inclined to accept this seemingly 
appreciative charge, and even take pride 
in it, as being an acknowledgment that 
American art is too big to be merely na- 
In it must flower the best in- 
spiration of all the world, says patriot- 
ism. The word “cosmopolitan” sounded 
good. But it was not without the flavor 
of irony and of satire somewhat de- 
served. What was meant was not so 
much that American art combines the 
excellencies which the art of other coun- 
tries struggles for. It was meant to con- 
vey in a word the idea that American 
art reflects that of Durope, and with all 
its brilliance lacks originality. 

American Character Reflected, 

There is, of course, a basis for this 
charge, and it is more apparent in the 
work of American artists who live and 
work in Europe, than in the pictures 
done by those who do most of their work 
on their own side of the Atlantic. How- 
ever much the latter are impressed by 
European painting, they are bound to 
get into their work some of the vital 
American character and quality that 
make and stamp this nation. 

These painters who work here in their 
own country are, after all, the most in- 
structive and interesting artists of our. 
day for the American public. They in- 
clude men like W. M. Chase, Horatio 
Walker, Edmund OC. Tarbell and other 
considerable masters whose pictures in 
the present exhibition would be notable 
additions to any country’s art. These 
really great and highly individual paint- 
ers have, however, the dash of Ameri- 
icanism in them, and splendid as is their 
work, it would be exotic and foreign- 
flavored in, say, the art of France. 

The exhibition demonstrates again 
that there is such a thing as American 
art, and that this deserves the sincere 
attention of all American art lovers is 
obvious. 

Permanent Collection Grows. 

Several of the best pictures in the 
American exhibition probably will de- 
come the property of the City Art Mu- 
seum, as their purchase from the Cky 
Art Museum Fund has been considered. 
The museum is building up a very fine 
collection of American art, and a num- 
ber of the best contributors to the pres- 
ent exhibition already are represented. 

The remarkable still life by W. M. 
Chase already has been obtained for 
the permanent collection. It is a splen- 


Chase could have done such a thing. It 
is a fine composition in color, in light 
and arrangement of the objects, to start 
with. But its originality, {ts remart- 
able nature, is in another quality. Other 
masters can make bold strokes of the 
brush represent texture astonishingly 
Chase in his wonderful portrayals of fish 
life not only does this, but manages to 
insinuate all the slimy fish character 
that lies beneath the magnificently sug- 
gested eyes, scales and markings. In 
a way it is almost an uncanny art. The 
picture isa a splendid example for ar: 
students. 

Marines by William Ritschel and 
Frederick J. Waugh also may remain in 
the permanent collections. 

Sunday, under the new arrangement, 
following the installation of lights, the 
museum will remain open from 10 a. rm.

PUZZLES A WOMAN 


Mrs. Belle Hotchkiss Thinks Per- 
haps She Shot Brother-in- 
law’s Brother. 


GREAT BEND, Kan., Nov. 1—After 
12 years doubt has been raised as to 
the identity of the man Mrs. Belle 
Hotchkiss killed in Ellinwood, Kan., for 
which offense she served 30 months in 
prison. She was convicted on the theory 
that the man was James A. Duffy, 
divorced husband of her sister. 

Doubt as to the identity of the dead 


a recent issue of a Kansas City news- 
paper in which James A. Duffy sted 
information of the whereabouts of his 
four children. The ages and other in- 
formation concerning the children are 
correctly stated and Mrs. Hotchkiss is 
inelined. te believe the father she be- 
Yeved that she had killed wrote the 
letter. 

The story as Mrs. Hotchktes tas ft 
is that her sister and Duffy lived in 
Ohio and when William, the youngest 
of their four children, was four months 
old, Duffy was convicted of theft and 
his wife obtained a divorce, while he 
was in prison, removed to Wichita, re- 
married and went. to Mexico, leaving 
her four children to drift except for 
what care Mrs. Hotchkiss could give 
to them. The aunt placed the three 
older children in good homes and took 
William into her home. 


Father Takes Baby. 
The next year Duffy. came to Great 


Bend and took William from Mrs. 
Hotchkiss and removed to Ellinwood, 
where he opened a shoe shop. In 1901, 
when William was five years old, he 
was shot in the knee, by accident the 
father reported. Mrs. Hotchkiss re 
newed her efforts to get custody. of 
him and eventually did so through in- 
vestigation of a children’s home officer 
who charged that the child was ill- 
treated while wounded. 

A few days later Mrs. Hotchkiss 
heard that Duffy had said that he 
would be $4000 better off if Mrs. Hotch- 
kiss was dead. She thought this re- 
ferred to insurance she had taken for 
$1000 in favor of each of her sister's 
children. She learned then that her pul- 
icy and other papers were missing. Sho 
caused: a search warrant to be issued 
and accompanied the officers to Duf- 
fy’s shop to identify her papers if they 
were found. 

While she was in the shop, she says, 
Duffy cursed her, but, under order of 
the Sheriff, she did not answer. While 
the officer’s back was turned, she says, 
Duffy threw a shoe last at her and the 
became se enraged that she shot all of 
the bullets in a revolver that she gar- 
ried into him. 

She was arrested at once and was in- 
formed that Duffy died that night. Sne 
was tried for his murder and convicte4 
and served her term. Now she is plain- 
ly puzzled and the only explanation she 
can make is that she killed Duffy's 
brother. 

“Duffy had a brother, George, she 
says, “who was so much like him thax 
his wife, my sister, said if they were 
dressed alike she could only tell the 
difference in that George had a crooked 
little finger. I remember now that aft er 


| Duffy came to this town sometimes 


when-I would mention things that James 
ought to know he would say he dida't 
remember that and change the subject. 
The man who died might have been 
George, who used the boy to excite sym- 
pathy. This letter in the newspaper is 
a fake or Jim Duffy did not die and was 
spirited away. I don't know what to 
think.’’ ; 

Mrs. Hotchkiss has mailed a copy of 
the newspaper containing the letter to 
each of her sister’s children, with whom 
she has kept in touch. She says thoy 
are in-good homes, but she declines t> 
state where. She says they all know 
the family history.

believed that corporations were more 
honest than individuals. 

A corporation, for instance, having in 
terest falling due yesterday collected the 
full amount, but the individual found 
that his interest check was short the 
per cent required for the Government 
tax. One of the reasons why corpora- 
tions were exempt from collection of the 
tax at the source, as explained by the 
Internal Revenue Department, was that 
all corporations, under the new law, be- 
ing taxable on thtir entire income, were 
compelled to make returns to the Gov- 
ernment, while only one person in each 
100 or 150 in this district was subject to 
the income tax. 

As all corporations were compelled to 


for them to escape, the department sta<- 
ed, while individuals might evade the 
tax unless their income was withheld at 
the source. The severe penalties pre- 
scribed for failure to make a return, o. 
for making a false return, are expected 
to have a good effect in the enforce- 
ment of the law. 

The penalty is a fine of $20 to $2000 or 
imprisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both. 

An individual who owes a doctor, say 
$5000, for an operation, or a lawyer $6000 
for a fee, is not authorized to withhold 
the income tax at the source. It is his 
duty to pay the bill, and the lawyer or 
doctor must himself file his return with 
the Internal Revenue Collector, making 
a full statement of his income. 

The ordinary expenses of conducting 
a business are deductable from the gross 
income. ysicians, lawyers and other 
prof men, are authorized to de- 
duct their office expenses, such as rent, 
salaries ef clerks or stenographers, etc. 
Personal living expenses are not de- 
ductable from the gross income. 

The local Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment held that where an individual had 
several different sources of income, pali 
to him through different channels, each 
paying agent was authorized to retain 
the tax. By this means the individual 
could not escape the tax, but could later 
claim his exemptions.

If this lesson can be taught to the 
people, there will de little need for any 
other argument against war. 


War Not Necessarily Wrong. 
I do not say that all war is 


wrong, or that ala soldiers are bad. 
I served four years in the volunteers, 
and I have a boy who perhaps will 
do the same. I believe there is a 
place far force in the affairs of na- 
tions, as there is for a police foree 
in city affairs. Countries that have 
sunk below the standard of civilized 
nations must sometimes be handled 
by force. | 

‘Mexico, for example, has got to 
be brought to a status of civiliza- 
tion. President Wilson has an ex- 
traordinarily hard task in the Mex- 
ican situation, which he is managing 
very well. I left England last July, 
before the Mexican situation became 
so acute, but I believe that English- 
men generally would like to see Mex- 
ico controlled and kept in order by 
the United States. 

“At the same time : delieve that t 
the United States invades Mexico it 
will have a 15 or 0 years’ job on its 
hands in pacifying the country, with 18 
mountains and its g guerilla bands. 


Millions Spent in Preparation. 
England,“ he said, returning to the 


financial argument against war, ‘‘l# 
spending $400,000,000 a year on war wien 
it has no war. That is $1 a week for 
each fanifly, and that does not include 
the interest on war loans, which n- 
creases the total to $600,000,000. Ger-

“A nation that goes to war to gain 
territory and wins, get no benefit from 
the new territory. It“ doesn’t acquire 
land, only sovereignty. Yet people talk 
about a nation acquiring territory by 
conquest, as if we were still in the days 
of feudalism, when thé conquest of 4 
country reduced its people to slavery.

they got from Turkey, and ‘still they 
haven't got it. The people of German) 


are not a pfennig better off for hold- 


ing Alsace, or the people of England

VOLUNTARY TERN 


Writer in Prison Paper Thinks 
Osborne’s Efforts at Reform 
Will Be Futile. 


‘ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 2.—The effort 
of Thomas M. Osborne, who served a 
self-imposed sentence at Auburn prison 
to learn at first hand the psychologicai 
effect of penitentiary life, among the 
prisoners today were characterized as 
well meant but futile in an article in 
Good Words, the paper printed at the 
Atlanta Federal prison. 

This article, under the caption, “an 
Amateur Convict.” said that “Mr. Os- 
borne’s trip to Topset with a string 
ted to himself” was both estimable and 
entertaining and he deserves credit for 
directing attention to prison problems. 

The article adds, however, that al- 
though in this penitentiary Osborne re- 
ally may have gained some ideas about 
physical existence in jail, he actually got 
no deeper than the surface of the in- 
fernos in which all bona fide convicts 
must live. 


Situation of the Prisoner. 
The article calls attention to the fact 


that the prisoner, who at the end of his 
term siinks out into the world with a $3 
bill in the pocket of his prison-made 
clothes, has no applauding world walt- 
ing to crown him with wreaths of rer 
form and humanitarism.”’ 

The only companions of the real 
prisoners are solitude,” the article con- 
tinues, “and vain regrets for.the past, 
with shame and humiliation at the treat- 
ment to which he is subjected in prison 
and dread of the prospect of disgrace 
and persecution which will await him 
when he goes back to the world.“ 

Mr. Osborne,” says the article, 
‘never will know anything of prison 
life which he might not just as well 
have learned as an observant visitor.“ 
The secret of seeing prisons through a 
prisoner’s eyes, it is pointed out, can- 
not be handed from one person to an- 
other at will. 

It will take root only in prepared 
soil and Mr. Osborne’s mind is a kind 
of lo&m that will take a great deal of 
fertilizing before becoming available.“ 

Hope is expressed that good will come 
of Osborne’s experiment and it is sug- 
gestaed that if Judges and Prosecutors 
were obliged to qualify by spending a 
term in pri no longer than that of 
Osborne, justice and decency in admin- 
istration of criminal law would be 
greatly advanced.“ 

Good Words is published by the pris- 
oners and, as is stated in an editorial 
in the current issue, articles appearing 
therein present the views and ideas of 
the prisoners and not those of the 


officials.

William C. Redfield, Secretary of Com- 
merece in President Wilson's Cabinet, 
told the Cemmercial Club, after a din- 
ner at the St. Louis Club last night, 
that “It is doubtful how long it will be 
respectable to have large dividends and 
low wages go together. | 

“Tt ie uncertain,” he continued, “how 
long public opinien will say that a 
wage for working women, which ts in- 
sufficient to maintain them in decency, 
shall go on side by side with a costly 
home for the owner of the business, and 
perhaps even gifts on his part to chari- 
ties and education.” 

Secretary Redfield’s subject was “The 
Ideals of Commerce.“ He began by tell- 
ing of his plan for a more thorough in- 
vestigation of the trusts than has yet 
been made. Some of the trusts, he said, 
are not making money, apparently be- 
cause they cannot find men able to run 
them. There is doubt whether the trusts 
are such monuments of efficiency as 
they were once thought to be, and 
whether they are anything more than a 
passing phase of the economic prob- 
lem.

Is 
there, in other words, a law of maxi- 
mum production at minimum cost, 
beyond which point of maximum pro- 
duction cost rises? Is the trust 
problem, in its economic essence, a 
passing phase? 

Dome years ago, one of the lead- 
ing lawyers of New York said to me 
that the trust problem carried in it 
the seeds of its own decay, because 
men could not always be found able 
to continuously manage such great 
masses of capital and labor. If we 
y take an analogy from the armies 
of war, it will be found that while 
subordinate officers are numerous 
and readily and easily obtained, great 
commanders are few. 


Trusts Out of Business. 


Some of the trusts have ceased to 
exist. The wall paper trust is one, 
the cordage trust is another. Many 
of the so-caled trusts are not espéci- 
ally profitable, failing to earn divi- 
dends, or earning but small dividends 
upon their common stock. It is the few 
among them that have been conspicu- 
ous financial succesges,not the average 
or the many.

An interesting fact in connection 
with placing the gasoline tank on 
the rear of the 1914 models of Moon 
cars was revealed this week by J.

The} 
real reason for this is “the altppa c- 
of the rear wheels. 

“In our experiments we found that 
from between five per cent to ten 
per cent of the time that the rear 
wheels are in motion they are not 
on the ground at all, but are spin- 
ning in the air. The result is that 
when they strike the ground the tires 
slip for an instant and thus grind the 
tire covers down.

Makes Jewish Congregation Marvel 


Nathan Melinek, 13, F 3 
London, Central Figure in 
Solemn Service at Temple 
B’Nai Amoona— Has Been 
Cantor Since He Was 
Years Old. 


Nathan Melinek, 18-year-old boy 
cantor from London, who is consid- 
ered a prodigy, is creating a mild 
furore among the orthodox Jews of 
St. Louis. ,He chanted for three 
hours yesterday merning at the 
Temple B’Nail Amoona, Garrison and 
Lucas avenues. At the conclusion of 
the services he was followed to the 
home of his uncle, Samuel Fisher, 
2713 Franklin avenue, by an admiring 
crowd of old and young people, who 
showered comyitrents upon nim and 
his retinue—a brother, a sister and 
cousins—in both English and Yiddish. 

Nathan, who is a delicate looking 
boy, began chanting the first part of 
the Rosh Hodesh Shaboss, or service 
for the first Saturday of the month, 
at 8 a. m. He continued the chant 
with only brief interruptions in the 
way of responses from the congrega- 
tion, until 9:30 a. m. He then had 
@ respite of an hour during the read- 
ing of the Hapthora, or portion of 
the prophets. At 10:30 he took up 
the second part of the service of 
psalms and prayers, continuing the 
chant until noon. 

Solemnity in the Service. 

The chanting of the boy, who, St. 
Louis Jews say, is the youngest to 
their knowledge who holds the posi- 
tion of cantor, which is second in 
the synagogue only to the rabbi, was 
attended with great solemnity. All 
the married men who attended the 
service wore the Thaless or white 
woolen cloak with four corners and 
ministerial caps—round black cloth 
turbans, 

The chanting was in Hebrew, 
without musical accompaniment, and 
as the boy sang the psalms in a 
sweet, steady soprano, venerable 
Jews, learned in Hebrew, marveled 
at what they said was his knowl- 
edge of the ancient language. By 
some his great power of vocal en- 
durance, considered with his frail 
appearance, was considered remark- 
able. 

In the first half of the service the 
boy occupied the pulpit in the front 
of the church and faced the congre- 
gation. In the second half he was in 
the pulpit in the center of the tem- 
ple. All eyes were on him, but he 
betrayed no nervousness or embar- 
rassment. 

He maintained his poise when on 
the street after the services men and 
women surrounded him and lavishly 
complimented him.

Writer Visited Him in Paris 
Last March. 


ROCKS IN COFFIN, HE SAYS 


Author Supposed to Be Buried 
in French Cemetery Lives in 
India, Relative Asserts.

PARIS, * 1a Lloyd. 
nephew of Oscar Wilde, his father 
being Otto Lloyd, a brother of Wilde’s 
wife, an athlete of gigantic size, 23 
years old, practicing the professions 
of poet and prize fighter, in Paris, 
states seriously in his review, called 
‘Maintenant,’ that Oscar called on 
him in his apartment in Paris, March 
23, last, that the coffin in the grave 
at Bagneux Cemetery, weighing 240 
pounds, contains only paving stones, 
cotton wool and a large glass jar, and 
the jar holds a manuscript work in 
French by Wilde, called Amen,“ 
with sub-titles, “A Comedy—A Trag- 
edy?” | 

In answer to literary critics who 
take the statement as a joke, Lloyd 
offers to wager any sum up to 10,000 
francs that the coffin's contents are 
as stated, also, that he can prove 
Wilde to be alive in India. He says 
Wilde arrived a little after 10 o’clock 
on a rainy evening. Lloyd was in 
bed. He did not recognize his uncle; 
who insisted upon his nephew not 
turning on the lights. 

Wilde seated himself comfortably 
and announced himself as Sebastian 
Melmoth. Then Lloyd promptly rec- 
ognized him, lighted up and saw 
Oscar looking pretty old, wearing a 
beard, his hair almost white. 
embraced his nephew, murmured ex- 


clamations of pain and _ suffering, 
such as “God has been terrible” and 
wept. 

Lloyd said his uncle was much 
heavier than formerly. Later Wilde 
calmed and smiled, laughed, smoked 
incessantly, drank cherry brandy and 
informed him he was on his way from 
Asia to Sumatra and said he had 
been recognized several times in 
Italy, especially in trains. 

When talking about his alleged 
death and burial, Wilde appeared a 
bit mad and wouldn't commit him- 
self. 

Drinking more, Wilde was intense- 
ly interested in steries told by Andre 
Gide about his charities to him short- 
ly before his alleged death and said 
they were untrue. Gide gave him 
only five francs. He said he was 
still writing, had finished his mem- 
oirs and was just finishing a volume 
of verse and had written four plays, 
adding laughing, “for Sarah Bern- 
hardt.” 

Wilde was uninterested in news of 
his son Vivien. He was shocked by 
his nephew’s prize-fighting career 
and American accent. He departed 
at 3 a. m., refusing to go to Montmar- 
tre on a spree, though he admitted he 
would have liked to immensely.

INDIAN RUNNER 
DUCKS ARE FINE 
BACK YARD FOWL 


Hardy, Easily Raised Birds That 
Need Little Special Care and | 
Lay Many Eggs. | 
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On account of their wonderful egs-| 
laying qualities, the Indian Runner duck 
often is referred to as “‘the leghorn of 
the duck family.“ 

A farmer can help’ a flock of them 
at very little expense, and they will 
return a handsome profit. They do not 
wander or follow a stream like other 
ducks. For the man in a village or 
city who has a small plot of land, a 
small flock of Indian Runner ducks 
will help reduce the high cost of living 
by furnishing fresh eggs and meat for 
the family, with no great amount f 
labor in taking care of them. 

A packing case is all that is neces- 
sary, for them to sleep in (no rovsts 
or furnishings), and a two-fovt fence 
will confine them to their quarters. An 
Indian Runner duck egg is far supe- 
rior to a hen’s egg for eating or bak- 
ing. In fact, two Runner eggs are equal 
to three hen’s eggs. They are not 
strong or fishy“ like most duck eggs. 
As a table.fowl the ducks are unsur- 
passed. The flesh is very tender and 
has a flavor that appeals to almost any 
man’s taste. As an exhibition bird for 
the fancier, they are a study of beauti- 
ful shades and a graceful carriage. 

Indian Runner eggs. as a rule are 
very fertile and will hatch extra well. 
The young ducks are very hardy and 
vigorous and if properly taken care of 
will mature in eight to 10 weeks and 
will begin to lay when a hen is used, 
but an incubator is best if a large num- 
ber of ducklings is sought. The duck- 
lings can be cared for in a broodor 
with very little trouble. After the egus 
have been in incubation 20 days sprin- 
kle them with water warmed to 103 
degrees daily until they hatch, which 
will be on the twenty-sixth to the 
twenty-eighth day. 

Do not feed the ducklings from x 
to 48 hours after they are hatched. 
Their first feed should consist of stale 
bread moistened with milk and 
squeezed as dry as possible with the 
hands. This ‘should be ‘fed five times 
daily until they are 10 days old. Then 
feed a mash five times daily until they 
are six weeks old, and then reduce to 
three times daily. Care should be taken 
in changing the feed from the bread 
to mash. This should be done gradu- 
ally to avoid sickness among the duck- 
lings. 

The following is the composition of a 
mash that has been fed successfully! 
Four parts wheat bran, two parts corn 
meal, one part middlings, one part 
ground alfaifa or fine cut clover, one 
part of fine beef scrap and one part 
sand. Mix together dry and moisten 
with water until it becomes a sticky 
mass. Give them tepid water for the 
first three weeks and arrange the ves- 
sels so that they can get only their 
heads into them to a depth that will 
allow them to rinse their nostrils.. Do 
not allow them to get their bodies wet 
during the first three weeks. 

Put the coop or brooder on sod in 
the shade and keep them in a small 
yard, until they are used to their new 
quarters, and then give them a larger 
yard or a free range. Keep a gmail pile 
of sand, some fine charcoal and fine 
oyster shell so they can get it at all 
times and disease or sickness will never 
be known in the flock. 

The Indian Runner duck, if kept in 
clean quarters, makes an ideal fowl ‘or 
the small back yard or farm. They 
will lay from 20 to 300 large white 
eggs a year, are easily raised and are 
free from lice, mites, roop and other 
diseases. 

The American Poultry 8 has 
adopted the fawn and white for the 
standard color in Indian Runner ducks.

The condition of the droppings fur- 
nishes the best indication of the hens’ 
health. They should be of sufficient 
consistency to hold their shape, but 
should not be too solid. In color they 
should be dark running to grayish white. 
If the droppings are soft and of a yel- 
ſowish or brownish color, it indicates too 
much carbohydrates or lack of meat. if 
on the other hand, the droppings are 
watery and dark, with splashes of mu- 
cus, it indicates too much meat. A 
greenish, watery dropping usually indi- 
cates unsanitary conditions, either in 
surroundings, feed or water. 


Large Combs. 

My cockerels seem to have larger 
couabs than the parent stock. They are 
white Leghorns hatched in May and at 
this time their combs are almost twice 
as large as they should be. Can you 
tell why?—B. B. H., Fayetteville, Ark. 

Close hot quarters and too much beef. 
scrap or meat will increase the size of | 
the combs. Keep your cockerels in cool | 
quarters (an open-front house) and cut 
down. the meat in the feed and you will 
not be troubled with large combs. 


Breeding. 

I have some very fine white Wyan- 
dottes. When is the best time to start 
to breed them? This year I started in 
April andi tne young ones did not seem 
to get the size.—W. F. K., Tupelo, Miss 

To increase the size of your birds and 
have them mature in September, the. 
breeding pen should be mated in Decem. 
ber and the hatching commenced as soon 
after as you get the eggs. Early hatched 
chicks are larger and get a better gown 
than the late ones. 


Crate Fattening. 

What is the best way to fatten chick - 
ens? That is. to get weight on them 
quickly? Would you feed them all they

Little space 
for movement of. birds is desirable, for 
ine less exercise a bird obtains the more 
readily it fattens. The top, back and 
ends of the crates should be solid if they 
are to be placed out of doors. If they 
are to be kept inside they may be built 
of lath or slats. The crates should be 
kept dark until just before feeding, 
when light should be admitted to allow 
the birds to see to eat. They should be 
fed three times a day and be allowed to 
eat for a half hour at a time when all 
uneaten food should be removed and the 
crates darkened. 


Dust Bath. 

Is it necessary to put anything in the 
dust to kill lice? What size dust box is 
best for 20 chickens?—Mrs, H. G. K., St. 
Louis. 

When hens are ints infected, Persian 
insect powder or any lice powder may be 
added to the road dust or hard coal 
ashes. A tight box three feet wide and 
3 feet long and 1 foot deep makes à good 
receptacle for the dust. 


Roop. 

My chickens make a noise when they 
breathe and their eyes are watery. Some 
of them droop and seem to have no life 
in them. What shall I do for them?—H. 
K., Belleville, III. 

Your birds have the roop, which is 
caused by damp quarters and drafts. 
Separate the affected birds and give 
them any of an advertised roup cures. 
Clean and disinfect their quarters and 
keep them dry and warm. 


Ration for Winter Layers. 

I have about 50 pullets (Buff Plym- 
outh Rocks) that I want to keep for 
winter eggs: they are in good cond!- 
tion and some of them have started 
to lay. What would you suggest in 
the way of grain and dry mash for 
feed during the winter?

There is no natural way known to 
prevent the legs of the yellow- 
shanked varieties from turning pale 
as the birds grow older. A4 good, 
clean range will keep the color in the 
legs lenger than anything else. Breed- 
ers have the same trouble with the 
bay or red eyes. A young bird wil 
have bright bay eyes the first year 
and after that they will get pale and 
sometimes turn gray. Some attribute 
pale lege to the excessive use of slack 
lime on dropping boards.

Then sow 
rye, so that there will be abundant fresh, 
green growth when the birds are housed 
for the fall.

SALE IS IN DOUBT 


Paul Brown, Back in Local 
Market, Bids $156,000 for 
Half Block on Market 
Street at} Eleventh, Ap- 


praised at $290,000. 


Realty circles in the closing week of 
October were cheered by large an- 
nouncemen ts, 

The final sale of importance was that 
of the Zenda Apartment building at the 
northeast corner of Westminster placé 
and Walton avenue, by the Perry estate, 
to Walter N. Davis. 
was promoted by William T. Matthews 
of the Matthews Real Estate Co. The 
price mentioned was $78,500. 

The building, three stories in height, 
has 18 five-room suites. It occupies a 
site 656x135 feet. 

The Perry estate, composed. of Messrs. 
David R. Francis and Lewis and Richard 
Perry, acquired the apartments 10 years 
ago for $100,000. 

Trades $50,000 Properties. 1 

As a part of the present transaction, 
Davis deeded to the Perry estate various 
properties the value of which is esti- 
mated at $60,000. 

The making of the deal at the outset 
of the winter season is of decided signifi- 
cance. | 

The details of other apartment build- 
ing sales are given elsewhere. 

Big Buyerg in Market. 

The auction sale of the property of 
the Peper estate at the St. Louis Real 
Estate Exchange disclosed a host of 
big buyers in the St. Louls realty 
market. The sale, which was made 
under the direction of Charles Cum- 
mings Collins, of the law firm of Col- 
lins, Barker & Britton, included a 
choice selection of high-class business 
and residential holdings. 

The half block on the south side 
of Market street, extending from 
Eleventh to Twelfth street was 
knocked down to Paul Brown, vice- 
president of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
for $156,000. As the site, the Twelfth 
street side of which is occupied by the 
old Peper tobacco warehouse, was 
appraised by experts before the sale, 
at $290,000, it is not likely that this 
price will be approved. 

The appearance of Brown in the St. 
Louis realty market, after an absence 
of a decade or more, augurs well, 
realty men declare. As a client of 
the- Mercantile Trust Co., Brown, 
whose fortune is estimated at from 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000, was one of the 
heaviest investors in the downtown field. 
Should the courts approve the sale, it is 
predicted that a handsome structure will 
be erected on the Twelfth street front- 
age of the site, which is available 
for either a hotel, a theater or a large 
commercial building. 

Auctioneer in Quandary. 

Capt. C. A. Tilles was among other 
capitalists who bid against Brown for 
the half biock. Incidentally, Lorenzo 
E. Anderson, vice-president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., and who 10 years ago 
was one of the most potent factors in 
the St. Louis realty market, wis a desul- 
tory bidder at this auction. 

Before the property was awarded to 
Brown on a bid for the whole piece. it 
had been sold in parcels for an agere 
gate of $148,550 John Gundlach, Presi 
dent of the City Council, bid $85,000 for 
two pleces. 

The propert7 at the northeast corner 
of Twelfth and Walnut streets was 
bought by Henry L. Cornet of the firsu 
of Cornet & Zeibig, one of the stfongest 
real estate organizations in St. Louis, 
for $380,000. The ground has a frontage 
of 18 feet on Twelfth street and 182 
feet on Walnut street, and is occupied 
by old two-story brick buildings. The 
corner, for many years was coupled by 
the late Jim Cronin’s saloon. Realty 
dealers think that Cornet vaid a fair 
price for this property with a view to 
tho courts awarding it to him. 

Bulldimg Sold for $18,500. 

A three-story brick building at the 
southeast corner of Sixth and Wash 
streets was bought by M. E. Smith for 


the southwest corner of Sixth and Wash 
streets went for $10,100 to John Rocken- 
stein, a commission merchant connected 
with Conrad Schopp & Co.

HAT many dangers cling to alka- 
line soaps is emphasized editor- 
ially by the London Lancet, in 
which attention is called to the 

large proportion of mineral ash and 
alkali in dearer toilet soaps. When 
these soaps, after being dissolvéd in 
water, touch the skin an excessive se- 
cretion of the acid sebum and sweat 
follows, and the protective outer layer 
of the skin, the epithelium, is partially 
dissolved. This means intense irritation, 
which is apt.to lead to skin complica- 
tions. 

In the cheaper soaps the cottonseed oil 
and rancid fats used are responsible for 
considerable irritation. Castor oil soap 
s found least irritating, but it dissolves 

rather too freely and is apt to become 
rancid. . Cocoanut oil soap is decidedly 
irritating and palm oil soap is less so, 
while tallow soap is least irritating of 
all. 


Fourth Dimension 
Explains Gravitation 


THEORY of gravitation that de- 
pends on our acceptance of the 
existence of a fourth diménsion 
of space is propounded by A. G. 
Blake, a fellow of the Royal Astronom- 
ical Society, in Knowledge. Blake’s 
explanation depends on the fact that the 
density of a body may be regarded as 
our perception of its thickness in a fourth 
dimension; says the Literary Digest. If 
all bodies. were equally dense, their 
weight: would depend only on their vol- 
ume. If density is thickness in a fourth 
dimension, weight is proportional to 
four-dimensional volume. The type of 
theory that explains gravitation as due 
to impact of systems of waves op moving 
particles has always met with a stum- 
bling block in the fact that -weight is 
proportional to density as well as to 
volume. If density is simply another 
dimension, then this trouble is avoided.

The United 
States has the only “immunized” army in the world. 

Soon the larger drug firms of the country sent repre- 
sentatives to the laboratory of the Army Medical School 
at washington to learn the formula of the vaccine and 
its process of mgnufacture. It is now prepared ‘com- 
mercially and sold to physicians all over the country 
at a reasonable rate. 

Regarding ae act of vaccination itself, an authority 
states: 

“It is quite simple, consisting merely of the subcu- 
taneous administration, with a hypodermic syringe, of 
a small quantity of the opalescent prophylactic fluid. 
The syringe is sterilized by boiling, and the skin is 
prepared by painting a place on the arm the size of a 
quarter. 

“The immunization is completed by the administration 
of three doses—the first containing 7 1-2 drops and the 
second and third, which are given 10 and 20 days later, 
15 drops each. 

Tbe site of the inoculation becomes somewhat red 
and tender for a day or so, but there is no sore or scar 
as in vaccination against smallpox. In a small ;er- 
centage of cases, less than five, there is some headache 


and prostration, but it soon ‘disappears, rarely lasting

BOUT three thousand years ago, three 
great ships set sail from the shores of 
Arabia. Their destination was the 
Land of Ophir.

„That the adventurers who, 3000 years ago, set out 
ech the shores of the Red Sea, can be Nel as the 
original discoverers of America. 

In support of his theories, Johnston has w itten a 
300-page book. He calls it: “Did the Phoenicians: Dis- 
cover America?” The title would be more descriptive 
if it were: Did the Phoenicians, aided by the Hebrews, 
the Scythians and the Thracians, Discover America?“ 
This is what the author believes and, in careful detail, 
undertakes to prove. 

„Johnston has searched amcng 8 Aztecs and Tol- 
tecs, the Phoenicians,.the Hebréws and several other 
races. As a result, he has found striking similarities 
of traditions, customs and general character. These 
furnish the groundwork of his book. 

The author begins by bridging the greatest aie alka 
distance between Asia and America. He searched about

‘The Phoenicians made a 
business of mining tin and selling it in Egypt. 
this, they had to be able to navigate the Mediterranean. 
Any ship which could navigate the Mediterranean would

Having established the seaworthiness of Phoenician 
ships, Johnston turns to\the navigating abilities of their 
captains. He compiles evidence to prove that they were 
able to ‘steer by compass and sun. The question of 
sailing from Phoenicia to America becomes, therefore, 
a matter of miles. The Phonecians cou'd have covered 
them; Mr. Johnsten's problem is to prove that they 
did. f 

In I Kings, ix, he finds that 
Solomon “made a navy of Tharshish, at Eziengeber, 
which is beside Eloth, on the shores of the Red Sea, in 
the land of Edom. And Hiram sent in the navy his

The Bible 
states that he and Solomon were fast friends. The Red 
Sea was the ideal starting point for a trans-Pacific ex- 
pedition. 


Another quotation, this time from II Chron. ix, reads: w 


“For the ships went to Tharshish with the ships of 
Hiram, every three years once came the ships of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, silver and tvory, and apes and 
peacocks.”’ 

This is remarkable. 
the ships of Tharshish to be gone. here was so little 
silver in existence in the Orient that it was worth ten 
times as much as gold. There was plenty of gold, and 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks, but no silver. There 
was silver in Spain, but the ships of Tharshish did not 
sail toward Spain. They sailed east. And, so far as is 
known, the first country which proved to contain silver 
in large quantities was the American continent. 

This is the tradition Johnston finds in the Orient. 
He then turns to America, to the legends of the Toltecs 
and the Aztecs. The period of Aztec history which em- 
braces the tenth century before Chfist or thereabouts, © 
is commonly known as the Votante period, owing to the 
arrival at that time of a god 
Votan. This Votan, according

points out, was peculiarly conglomerate.
